ASK WIDER POWERS 
FOR THE DOMINIONS 


This Was Request of the Représenta- 
tives of the Overseas Dominions at 
Session of the Imperial Conference 
—The Comment of Sir Wilfrid. 


London, June 19—At the Imperial 
conference this afternoon the repre- 
eentatives from New Zealand asked 
that the Overseas Dominions be en 
trusted with wider legislative powers 
regarding British and foreign ship- 
ping. WBarl Crews said that before 
the resolution be moved he desired 
to speak génerally on Indian immi- 
gration as he had the advantage or 
disadvantage of considering the ques- 
tion at first hand, first as colonial sec- 
retary and-second as secretary of 
state for India, From his experi- 
ences during the course of his term 
in both Offices he had come to the 
conclusion that there was no ques- 
tion to be discussed at the confer- 
en¢e more difficult and in some re 
epéects more critical than that of In- 
dian immigration, and the treatment 
of members of the native races with- 
in, the self-governing dominions, 
There could be no complete solution 
of the difficulty. 

Recognizes Dominions’ Rights, 

“The government fully recognized 
that as the empire was constituted it 
Was impossible to maintain the idea 
that there vould be an arbitrary free 
interchange between all the = sub- 
jects of the crown. Nobody, could dis- 
pute the right of the dominions to 
decide for themselves whom they 
would admit as citizens. The home 
government also recognized that in 
this country it was easy to underrate 
the difficulties confronting the domin- 
ions in connection with this problem, 
because we were not troubled to any 
extent with qa similar problem, 

“He suggested that it was possible 
for the dominion governments work 
ing within the limits they had laid 
down for the admission of immi- 
grants to make the entrance of In- 
dians more pleasant and easy than 
before if it became known that with- 
in those limits Indian subjects of the 
empire would receive a genuine wel 
come, They would not be looked 
upon with suspicion and a great deal 
might be done to bring abort better 
relations betwen India and the do- 
minions, 

“And until better 
between India and the other Domin- 
ions of the empire,” concluded Earl 
Crews, ‘‘we are far from being a Un- 
ited Kingdom.” 

Sir Wilfrid's Comment, 

Premie Laurier said the Canadian 
government was prepared to support 
the resolution though perhaps they 
would not have drafted it in the same 
terms He did not think they requir- 
ed any more power than they at pre- 
sent possessed because under their re- 
spective constitutions they already 
had legislative autonomy on this mat- 
ter. It was true that while the home 
government retained a certain powar 
of disallowance they had been very 
chary of exercising it. This subject 
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exemplified once more the impossi- 
bility of settling all these great im- 
perial questions on one common rule. 
They must be dealt with in view of 
local circumstances They Were all 
anxious to do nothing that would 
impair the loyalty of the native popu- 
lations of India or to put any difmfi- 
culty in the way of the government 
maintaining good relations with that 
state, At the same time the fact re- 
mained that the moment Asiatic lab- 
or Was allowed to come into competi- 
tion with white labor there was a 
distufbance in economic conditions 
which, if allowed to go on might ser- 
jously jeopardize the harmony of the 
empire 
Not a Color Prejudice, 

It was not on account of “color 
prejudice” but because the Asiatics 
had a different civilization and 
Standard of living. He fully recog- 
nized the moderation of the view pre- 
sented by Lord Crewe. 

Hon Egerton T. Batchlor, minister 
of state for external affairs for Aus- 
tralia, said the view of the Common- 
Wealth on the question was very sim- 
flar to that held by New Zealand, 
Much irritation had been caused in 
the past by a misunderstanding of 
the position of the self-governing do- 
minfons, 

Senator Geo. F Pearce, Australia, 
minister of state for defense, said 
they wanted to encourage the mari- 
time industry and in their shipping 
law all they aimed at was te prevent 
British and foreign shipping having 
Jan advantage over their own shipping 
in their ‘own waters.
